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PUBLIC BUDGET HEARING 
February 27, 1961 


The public hearing on the budget for 1961 and also 
that of House Bill No. 8, referred to the Grafton 
County Delegation by the House, was held at the 
County Farm, February 27, 1961 following a fine 
dinner. Chairman Larty presided. 


Miss Loizeaux, who introduced House Bill No. 8 
spoke in its favor. Attorney William Batchelder, 
County Attorney, outlined some of the reasons for the 
proposed salary raise of the County Attorney mention- 
ing the many cases which have gone to Court for trial 
and the large amount of time spent in performing the 
duties of the position. An amendment to the bill was 
offered by Rep. Bowdoin Plumer of Bristol which 
would reduce the proposed raise in the bill from $3,500 
to $3,000. Representatives Eda Martin and Philip 
Willey spoke in favor of the amendment. Representa- 
tives Hayward and McGee spoke against the amend- 
ment. 


A second amendment to the bill was introduced by 
Rep. Willey proposing that the salary of the High 
Sheriff be raised from $1,800 to $2,400. Several ques- 
tions were asked of Sheriff Ash, following the reading 
of the letter from the High Sheriff requesting the 
raise. 


The budget was then taken up. It was immediately 
moved and seconded that the County go on an annual 
budget rather than a two-year budget and the motion 
was passed. Chairman Larty took up the budget item 
by item and there ensued discussion of several. 
Register of Deeds, Charles Wood spoke on his expenses 
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informing those present that the index on the Registry 
of Deeds in not yet complete, and also mentioned the 
need for the proposed purchase of a new photostat 
machine for his office as well as other proposed struc- 
tural changes. It was mentioned that the new machine 
would cost $9,214.00. 


Clerk of Court, Unwar Samaha, stated that the in- 
crease in jury pay from $7 to $10 per day was mostly 
responsible for the increase in this item, and the State 
vs. Payrolls was more in other counties of the State. 
Under the Public Welfare item Commissioner Bell ex- 
plained the increased costs at the County Farm and it 
was felt by some that $40 per month was too little an 
amount for the Board and Care of Children. Dr. Bow- 
ler asked for the actual cost of board and care and how 
many child months are represented in the cost. 


Under new construction and equipment Miss Whip- 

ple spoke of the need for repainting and refurbishing 
the Lebanon Courthouse court rooms and said that 
estimates had been obtained in the amount of $1,200. 
She said that Lebanon city officials hoped that the 
County could contribute $500 toward the cost. Rep. 
Haskins said that he had looked at the Court rooms 
and reported it needed repainting as well as the furni- 
ture would need some attention. 
Richard Rutherford, County Agent, explained the Ex- 
tension Service budget which asked for pay raises for 
the extension workers to bring the salary schedule 
more in line with extension salaries in Vermont and 
Maine. Rep. LaMott, member of the extension budget 
committee for the delegation also spoke in favor of 
the matter. 


Before adjourning Chairman Larty announced the 
appointment of a sub-committee to report at the Ex- 
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ecutive session on the budget on the following: 


1. Painting and refurbishing of the Court rooms in 
the Lebanon Court House. 


2. The proposed new photostat machine at the Woods- 
ville Court House in the Register of Deeds office. 


3. The proposed structural changes in the Register of 
Deeds office to allow more room for the files. 


Those appointed to the sub-committee were Fletcher 
Low of Hanover, Gladys Whipple of Lebanon, Eda 
Martin of Littleton, George McGee of Lincoln and Wil- 
fred Larty, ex officio. 


Those present included — Paquette of Ashland, Gil-

COUNTY DELEGATION MEETING 
April 5, 1961 


The Grafton County Delegation held an executive 
meeting April 5, 1961 in the Wild Life room of the 
State House, Concord at 10 a.m. for the purpose of 
taking executive action on the County Budget for one 
year and also on House Bill No. 8 which was referred 
to the delegation by the Speaker of the House. Chair- 
man Wilfred Larty of Haverhill presided. 


House Bill No. 8 was the first order of business when 
the 2nd amendment as offered by Mr. Willey of Camp- 
ton was taken up. This amendment proposed raising 
the salary of the County High Sheriff to $2,400 annu- 
ally. Mr. Plumer spoke on the amendment and moved 
for indefinite postponement. This was seconded by Mr. 
Paquette of Ashland. Mr. Coutermarsh of Lebanon 
spoke in favor of the motion and, the amendment was 
indefinitely postponed by a unanimous vote. 
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The first amendment to House Bill No. 8 as offered 
at the recent public hearing by Mr. Plumer of Bristol 
which would raise the salary of the County Attorney 
to $3,000 annually instead of $3,500 as con- 
tained in the bill was then considered. Mr. Couter- 
marsh of Lebanon and Mrs. Martin of Littleton spoke 
in favor of the amendment. Mr. LaMott of Haverhill 
moved to adopt the amendment which motion was sec- 
onded by Mrs. Martin and was subsequently unani- 
mously adopted. The motion to report H. B. 8 as ought 
to pass with amendment was voted unanimously. 


The Chairman then asked for the report of the com- 
mittee previously appointed to explore possible 
changes and additions in the Register of Deeds office 
in the Court House and repainting and refurbishing 
the court rooms in the Lebanon Court House. Mr. Low 
of Hanover, Chairman of the committee, gave the re- 
port and recommendations. Upon the motion of Mr. 
LaMott of Haverhill, seconded by Mr. Paquette of 
Ashland the recommendations of the committee were 
unanimously adopted. Chairman Larty then appointed 
the same committee to carry through the six points 
as contained in their report. 


The budget for the ensuing year was then taken up. 
Mr. Low of Hanover moved that the item on Revenue 
from the County Farm be increased to $120,000. 
Commissioner Bell, Mr. LaMott, Mrs. Martin and Mr. 
Chandler opposed the motion. Mr. Coutermarsh, Mr. 
Johnson and Dr. Bowler spoke in favor. The vote 
showed 16 in favor and 5 against so the motion car- 
ried. Mr. Bell brought before the delegation the matter 
of employing a part time occupational therapist to 
work with the inmates of the county farm at a salary 
of $2,000 per year. Discussion ensued after which Mr. 
LaMott moved and Mr. Paquette seconded that $2,000 
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be included in the budget for this purpose. The motion 
carried unanimously. The motion to adopt the budget 
with the amendments was made by Mr. Coutermarsh, 
seconded by Mr. Karsten, and was voted unanimously. 


On motion of Mr. LaMott and seconded by Mr. Net- 
tleton of Groton it was unanimously voted by the 
delegation, starting with the budget of 1962, to have 
four items in the budget under the County Farm as 
follows — 1. County Hospital, 2. Farm (agriculture), 
8. Institution, 4. Care of County patients off the farm. 


Those present included Paquette of Ashland, Plumer 
of Bristol, Chandler of Canaan, Avery of Ellsworth, 
Bowler, Low and Neale of Hanover, Karsten of Holder- 
ness, Beard, Coutermarsh, Demers, Porter and Whip- 
ple of Lebenon, McGee of Lincoln, Collyer of Lisbon, 
Burrill, Hill, Martin of Littleton, Cushman of Orford, 
Bell and Loizeaux of Plymouth, Barney of Rumney, 
Berringer of Woodstock. Delegates present included 
Bucklin of Bridgewater, Nettleton of Groton and, 
Myers of Landaff.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Grafton 
County herewith present the annual report of the 
Commissioners, Treasurer, Auditors, Superintendent 
of the County Farm, Jailer, Clerk of Court, Attorney, 
Sheriff, Chaplains, Physician and County Extension 
Service. 


Due to the increase in Welfare and Court expenses, 
it became necessary in December for the Commis- 
sioners to borrow $15,000.00 on a short term note and 
at the same time request an emergency appropriation 
from the Executive Committee of the Delegation, to 
meet the 1961 obligations. They authorized the Com- 
missioners to use any unexpended balance. This 
amounted to $32,023.41 and there was a surplus from 
the 1961 budget of $15,073.52 to apply toward this 
emergency appropriation. The Shaw murder case was 
responsible for the big increase in Court expense. 


In compliance with the vote of the Delegation, the 
addition to the vault in the Register of Deeds office in 
Woodsville was completed; also, a new room in the 
basement was finished off for the new photostat ma- 
chine. The five year indexing which they started last 
year has now been completed. 


At the County Home, a new fire escape was con- 
structed from the hospital sun porch to ground level, 
in compliance with recommendation of the Fire 
Marshall. 


The County was greatly saddened at the loss of Dr. 
Campbell in May. His deep interest in the operation of 
the hospital was shown in the efficiency with which it 
was run. We are fortunate in having the same coopera- 
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tion of our present Dr. Eastman. 


We wish to express our appreciation to our staff of 
employees, the County Delegation, the various county 
and town officials and the State Welfare Department 
for their continued cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY PHYSICIAN 


To the Commissioners of Grafton County: 
I hereby submit my report for 1961. 


All personnel at the County Farm and Hospital, em- 
ployees, patients and inmates were greatly saddened 
at the sudden and untimely death of Dr. Everett 
Campbell on May 13th. Appointed his successor June 
1st I will try and carry on to the best of my ability. 


During 1961 the hospital has been very busy. In this 
30 bed hospital there were 10,509 patient days, which 
is a daily average of 28.5 patients per day. Out patient 
calls amounted to 6,485 for a total of 16,944 calls 
during the year. This is a substantial increase over 
previous years and is near the limit of present facili- 
ties. 


In 1961 a fire escape was built from the sun porch. 
As many of the patients are on the sun porch during 
the day, this is a valuable safeguard. Also, all the old 
type beds have now been discarded and replaced by up 
to date hospital beds. It was decided that all admis- 
sions (except prisoners) should be admitted through 
the hospital where communicable diseases could be ex- 
cluded. Prisoners are also examined within the first 1 
to 2 days to help with assignment to duties, as well as 
exclude disease. 


During 1961 all maternity work has been trans- 
ferred to Cottage Hospital of Woodsville, as well as 
all major surgery requiring a general anaesthetic. 
This was done by direction of the State Board of 
Health. Until a great deal of work is done in the sur- 
gical section, this policy as laid down by the State 
Board of Health will be followed. 
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My seven months at the County have been very 
pleasant.
